Industrial Development In Canada 


Possibilities in the future development of industries in Canada, and the! 
utilization of the natural resources of the Dominion as the essential raw | 
materials in such development, and the manner in which all the people 
can assist in such development and expansion of manufacturing in Canada 
formed the subject matter of a recent address by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
Minister of, the Interior, before the Young Men's: Section of the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade, which is worthy of thé most Serious consideration, and | 
especially so because itis so simple, so thoroughly sound, and so applicabie 
to all parts of the country. : 

Mr. Stewart did not vision a future Canada with a limited number of 
great manufacturing centres, possessing many huge plants, located in. cer- 
tain sections of the country, with gigantic outputs supplying the home mar- 
ket and providing a Jarge export trade, and largely controlled by a few cor- 
porations or wealthy individuals. Undoubtedly Canada has already created 
a number of such large industries and will continue to do so as the popula- 
tion and wealth of the Dominion grows. The idea submitted by Mr. Stewart 
for serious consideration was along quite another line. 

Mr. Stawart sees in Canada, east, central and west, in tho north as well 
as in the southern portion, a country of vast resources and of varied char- 
acter. Many of these natural resources of a similar nature are to be found : 
’ in widely separated sections, and he feels their ‘development should be gen-! 
eral and that they should be tapped at many points rather than attempting 
to supply the requirements of the people from one or two places located far 
itvay from the mass of consumers. 

In other words, Mr. Stewart. advocates study of « plan which con-, 
templates the establishment of industries in numerous communities to utilize ' 
those natural resources which may be found adjacent to such communities ; 
and thus supply the local and regional demand instead of transporting such | Of 
goods long distances from other countries or far distant parts of Canada. | 
Such a plan, sanely carried out, would not only result in huge savings in the | 
aggregate to the public, but would lead to the development.for use of re- | 
sources now lying dormant, would build up numerous small industrial towns, 

- provide more employment, and materially assist in solving the problem a 
unemployment. which frequently becomes acute in certain parts of the.Do- 
minion by reason of the. seasonal nature of the occupations of a vast major-| A 
ity of the people. = | 

In presenting his thought on this subject, Mr. Stewart expressed the; 
opinion that hodies like boards of trade should take up the close study of | 
the raw materials of their districts, and of the markets for manufactured . 
commodities. Such local studies would, he believed, reveal many possibill- | 
ties for starting new industries at appropriate points, Statistics on the im- | 
por tation and movements of manufactured commodities had led to the sont! 
clusion, he said, that many of the articles could be made at home, and L this | 
also applied to goods transported from other parts of Canada in many éases | 
unnecessarily, becaiisé ‘the same thing could be made on the ground. The | 
possibilities of manufacturing locally had been brought home to many towns 
and cities, largely through the initiative of enterprising public bodies like | 
the board of trade, assisted by the facts on file in the department at Ottawa, | 
Raw material, as ‘far as possible, should, he ‘contended, be prevented from 
leaving Canada so that the country’s resources to the greatest extent might 
be utilized for those living therein. 

In all. such endeavors, boards of trade everywhere, Mr. Stewart stated, 
would have the assistance of the government in a whole-hearted way. His; 
department was always willing to co-operate with any. public body in plac- 
ing at the disposal of interested persons locations of the country’s natural 
resources. Experts of the department would be available always, and would 
be sent to any localities where their services would be of assistance. 

The policy suggested by Mr. Stewart should make a particu’ arly strong 
appeal to boards of trade throughout the three prairie provinces, which, up 
to the present time, have been so largely dependent upon the other prov- 
inces and foreign markets for the manufactured goods which our people 
constme in such large quantities; and for which we have been obliged to pay 
high prices because of the enormous distances these goods have had to be 
transported from the point of manufacture. 

That Mr. Stawart's idea is sound, is borne out by the experience of many 
towns and many industries. Some of the most flourishing industrial towns 
and cities secured their start through the establishment of a comparatively 
small local plant utilizing some raw material found in the locality, and his- 
tory is filled with instances where these small local industries have, under

careful but progressive management, grown into what are now classified , 


ag among the great industries of the country. Hundreds of such instances, 
both in Canada and the United States, could be given.

Shovtase of Reeua Wheat Has|_ 
"Fendency To Steady Markets, 
But Lower Prices Predicted 


Condition of wheat crop and stor- 
age wheat is such that lower world 
wheat prices are promised, and low- 
er bread costs should cheapen the 
loaf. 

If it were not for the Russian sit- 
uation, general wheat prices, which 
are under last year’s figures, would 
be down still more. Russia was the 
great wheat power of the world for 
export, and forecasts always hinged 
on her crop. . 

But the Soviet experiment causes 
the‘ Russian peasant to grow yhat 
he wants for himself only, because 
all surplus is taken by the govern- 
ment for general use. ‘There will be 
a tremendous wheat shortage in Eu- 
rope, caused by the Russian defal- 
cation in growing, and Canada is the 
only country that will ship in great 
volume. to Europe, local grain brok- 
ers say. 

“It will take years for Russia to 
get to the point where she cun sup- 
ply wheat as of old, and that won't 


{be possible until she alters her pres- 


ent system,” said a grain exporter. 
“If Russia wants to communize 
wheat in her own country, that may 
be her business, but as Russia needy 
outside money and cannot get it until 
she produces a worla commodity, she 
will have to alter her system, and pay 
the Russian farmer in money for his 
surplus wheat which ‘she can then 
export and obtain credits in the world 
markets. But, until she docs, Hon. 
T. A. Crerar, President of United 
Grain Growers, Ltd., is quite right 
in saying that European conditions 
indicate a favorable outloo% for the 
marketing of Canada’s grain crops 
for the next three or four years.” 
Heavy European demand for 
wheat, barley and other grains would 
naturally stiffen prices were it not 
for the fact that so mucn wheat has

The Babylonians 
knew the decimal system, but for 
practical purposes they counted by 
sixties. From Hipparchus that system 
found its way into the works of 
Ptolemy, about the year 150 in the 
Christian era. Thenco it was carried 
down the stream of civilization, find- 
ing its last resting-place on the dials 


of our clocks and watches.—Max

The ylelds were 
highest when the grain was turning, 
when Banner gave the highest yield 
of 6 tons, 432 pounds of airdried 
weight. Victory was second with 5 
tons, 1,972 pounds; Gerlach, third, 
with 5 tons, 1,184 pounds; and Gold 
Rain, next with 5 tons, 857 pounds. 
Alaska gave the lowest yield, of 3 
tons, 764 pounds, while Feeder bar- 
ley, which is credited with giving the 
best quality of feed, gave 3. tons, 
1,145 pounds of hay to the acre.

Interesting Story Of How This West- |

In 1928 Sir George Simpson, gov- 
ernor of the Hudson's Bay Company 
crossed Canada from east to west by, 
way of Peace River. At half-past 
six on Sunday evening, September 7, 
the travellers laid aside their paddles 
to camp for the night at the mouth 
of a small tributary to Peace River,’ 
not far below where the latter river 
divides into two main branches, the 
Finlay and the Parsmp. in ais-! 
embarking from large canoes, pas- 
sengers had generally to be carried: 
‘from the canoe to the shore. Sir 
seorge Simpson's guide, Bernard, was 
carrying the Governor ashore when he 
fell with him into the water. Since 
that day the river has borne the name 
Bernard and.all that is known of thu 
guide is that he was the principal 
figure in this incident.

Explorer Honored 


Hudson’s Bay Company Rernem- 
bers Captain‘Erom Whom It 
Takes It’s Name 


The Hudson's Bay Company of the 
year 1928, has done honor in a very 
beautiful way to the brave sca cap- 
tain from whom it takes its name. 

One day in the spring of 1607 mas- 
ter Henry Hudson and his crew met 
at the little church of Saint Ethelbur- 
ga, in Bishopgate Street, London, 
England, to take communion before 
sailing away to seek the Northwest 
Passage. : 

The little church wag old then, but 
it still stands). The company has 
given it thrée windows, and, in the 
presence of some of its leading mcm- 
bers, the first was unveiled a sort 
time ago on the anniversay of that 
communion. . 

In his little sailing vessel, with a 
crew of eleven men and @ hoy, the 
adventurous captain made two voy- 
ages to the Arctic ocean. On the 
third, in 1609, he sailed for the Dutch 
East India company. Taking a more 
southern course he discovered the 
Hudson river, and the Dutch traders 
who followed founded New Amster- 
dam by building a fort at the mouth 
of the river. In the three centuries 


that have passed the great city of 


New York hag grown up around that. 


| site. 


In 1610 Hudson was again in the 
service of an English company. This 
time he took a crew of twenty-three 
men, and set out again io find the 
Northwest Passage. He discovered 
Hudson Bay, and spent the winter 
on its shores. In the spring of 1611 
the crew mutinied as he was on his 
way 'to England. The captain, with 
seven sick men and his son, were 
set adrift. Nothing was ever heard 
of the frail craft, or its crew, Jout, 
ever since, the name of Cuptain 
Hudson has rung through Canada and 
the motherland, as well as the United 
States. The.great company that still 
bears that name is one of the oldest 
and most honorable institutions of 
our country. 


Homestead Entries 
Show Marked Increase 


Great Activity Seen Around Land 
Offices In Alberta 


Homestead entries at the various 
land offices in Alberta are showing a 
very marked increase as a result of 
new regulations announced from Ot- 
tawa. Under the new arrangement 
persons who had proved up on their 
homesteads prior to January i, 1925, 
are entitled to file on a second home- 
stead. It is necessary, however, to 
make application to the Commissioner 
of Dominion Lands, Ottawa, specify- 
ing the land previously homesteaded 
and to secure authority from _ this 
source to enter éer a second claim. 

The Land Offices at Grand Prairie 
and Peace River are showing the 
greatest activity. At the former point 
289 entries are reported during the 
month of June, making a total of 732 
for the three months’ period ending 
June 380, and at Peace River 400 en- 
tries in June have made up a total 
of 1,040 in the three months. North- 
bound trains from Edmonton are 
still carrying their full quota of pros- 
pective settlers, the majority of 
whom are either filing on homesteads 
or purchasing farm lands in the 
north.

The two dredges cost 
$400,000 each, in addition to which 
will be a large quantity of material 
on at least one of the convoys.

To Hunt Prospectors 


Department Of National Defence 
Receives Many Appeals 

Ottawa.—'"The first requisite of a 
prospector is the ability to find him- 
self.” That, is the view taken by the 
Department of National Defence .as 
outlined by an official of that depart- 
ment. The department is being inun- 
dated with appeals for ‘planes in 
search for ‘prospectors thought to be 
lost. 

“When a prospector in the North- 
ern woods fails to turn up when his 
employers or associates think he 
should they rush to the Department 
of National Defence asking that a 
‘plane be sent to search for him,” 
said this official. ‘In most cases the 
department declines. In the first 
place, the prospector is probably not 
lost at all, but something has imped- 
ed his progress. Then if he were lost 
there is very little chance of an air- 
man seeing him from a ’plane.”

OF EDUCATION 


Winnipeg.——Agitation for the -es- 
tablishment of a Dominion Bureau of 
Education, which had: its inception at 
a former assembly, was revived in 
resolution form at .the Canadian 
Teachers’ Federation convention. 

The objects of the bureau would be 
to bring about uniformity in the 
standards of the teaching profession 
and the creation of a federal teach- 
ers registry, centralization of educa- 
tional policies and stimulation of re- 
search work under government su- 
pervision. 

Another resolution upon which ac- 
tion was deferred, asks the national 
research council to set.aside a cer- 
tain sum of the annual grant for the 
study of educktional psychology. 

A resolution advocating that steps 
be taken by the departments of edu- 
cation in the various provinces of 
the Dominion to limit the number of 
students attending normal: schools to 


.the’ needs of the provinces was pass- 


ed back to the resolutions committce 
for re-draft. 

A comprehensive survey of the ad- 
vancement made in the field of edu- 
cational research was given by Dr. 
W. F. Russell, dean of Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Columbia University, N.Y. In 
his opinion there was a tremendous 
need for intensified and concerted ef- 
fort in this work. Granted that nor- 
mal progress noted in the past” was 
continued in the future he predicted 
that the teaching profession in the 
next hundred years would see as sig- 
nificant an advance ag seen in the 
field of medicine and other sciences. 

Dr. Russell stated that too much 
stress could not be laid upon the 
importance of scientific study of edu- 
cational problems. He expressed the 
hope that Canada and the U.S. would 
join with other nations of the world 
in interchanging results obtained 
from their independent investigations. 
By such a forward step, overlapping 
would be avoided to a degree, educa- 
tional standards materially advanced 
while the pupil would derive inestima- 
ble results.

Frozen Desserts Simple To Prepare 


Difficult To Make Than 


Many Puddings 

A simple frozen dessert is no ‘hard- 
er to make than many puddings and 
most ples, points out Florence Taft 
Eaton, in the August issue of ‘“Suc- 
cessful Farming.” “Frozen foods,” 
she says, “should be offered more 
frequently for salads and desserts. 
They are cooling and healthful, .and 
vhen we rid ourselves of the idea 
that they are difficult of accomplish- 
ment, their preparation will not seem 
ia burden.” ; 

The chief thing, she declares, is to 
have ntensils that are adequate, con- 
venientiy at hand, an in good order, 
“Conventional necessities, other than 
the freezer, are rock salt, ice, a 
heavy mallet, stout bag, and n.eas- 
ure. Proportions of ice and salt are 
three measures of finely-crack.d ice 
and one of spit. Pack solidly, turning 
crank occasionally to settle ice, and 
pound the ice firm with the millet 
handle.

The Scott, Saskatchewan, Experi- 

mental Station is carrying on a 

very useful work in grading up sheep 

flocks by the use~.of Shropshire, 


Cheviot, and Rampouillet sires. Three | 


flocks of grade ewes, numbering 
twenty-five, constituted the breeding 
stock, each headed by a ram of one 
of the breeds named. Each Hock is 
annually reduced to twenty-five ewes, 
and about thirty lambs are held :for 
feeding experiments, and from these 
fe young breeding stock ig celected. 
Th work has not gone on'suiliciently 
to enable a definite comparison to be 
made between the different breeds for 
grading up. The wool clip, bowever, 
can be compared which 
amounted to an averave of §.1 
pounds from the Shropshire grades; 
7.4 pounds from the Cheviot grades;

Recent rumors of dn impending 
grain shortage in Sovict Russia are 
confirmed by. heavy purchases of 
Canadian wheat. It is 1 case where 
money talks. The hard-headed Bol- 
sheviki are not buying Canadian 
grain for the fun of it. They are do- 
ing so because the domestic situa- 
tion makes it necessary. The ex- 
planation for the shortage is simple, 


but its possible consequences are 
complex and even dangerous—to 
somebody. 


The peasants of Russia are refus- 
ing to produce a surplus over and 
above their own needs because it is 
uscless for them to do so. They can- 
not buy clothing or manufactured 
goods in return for such a surplus 
except at discouraginly exorbitant 
prices. Why should they toil and 
sweat for no purpose? This is the 
rocky question that breaks the elo- 
quent arguments of the theorists, and 
oullifies the farangues of the local 
Communist Commissars. 

For months, even years, the rulers 
of the Russian Communist Partly 
have foresecn some such a crisis.

Desire To Learn Language Al- 
most Universal But Means 
Are Inadequate 


The ‘attendance_of 3,000. persons, 
virtually all of them Japanese, at a 
dramatic tournament in Tokio, con- 
ducted in the English tonfue, brings 
out graphically ‘the tremendous hold 
which that language has acquired in 
eastern Asia. It may well be-won- 
dered whether 3,000 persons would 
attend a similar tournament in New 
York or some other city of the United 
States if it were conducted ‘n, say, 
the French language. , 

THe discussion of manufacturing a 
world language becomes academic in 
view of the world conquest which the 
English language is actually making 
today, and perhaps in no other coun- 
try is that as widespread and suc- 
cessful as in Japan. The study of 
English is compulsory there from the 
sixth grade upward. English signs 
wbound throughout the Empire, and 
there is scarcely a Japanese who does 
not speak at least a few words of 
this tongue. : 

This intensive drive to acquire Eng- 
lish on the part of the Japanese na- 
tion is not due to propaganda or to 
artificial stimulus of any sort. It is 
predicted on the very solid and sub- 
stantial ground that for a young Jap- 
anese to have a working knowledge’ 
of English is a most tangible asset 
to him in almost any line of work up- 
on which he embarks. Relations 
among the individuals of nations are 
coming to be more and more a busi- 
ness nature, and English is the un- 
questioned business language of the 
world. Other tongues borrow words 
and phrases from English for this 
purpose, just as English feels free tu 
draw upon Greek and Latin for cer- 
tain terms and has drawn upon 
French in the past for diplomatic 
verbiage. As regards Japan, the 
fact that the bulk of tnaat Nation’s 
foreign trade is ‘with the English- 
speaking peoples is an added incen- 
tive to the young Japanese looking 
forward to and preparing himself for 
a successful career. 

The progress that the English lan- 
guage has made in Japan is remark- 


lable, but it would be erroneous to 


‘call Japan a bilingual nation. Like 


| 
| 


the American, the Japanese has earn- 
ed the-reputation of being a poor lin- 
guist. The desire for English is al- 
most universal in Japan, but the 
means of achieving the;language are 
still inadequate. Many of the teach- 
ers are themselves Japanese who 
have never learnd properly to speal 
English, although they may have an 
excellent knowledge of the language. 
Textbooks need revision, and other 
steps must be taken for which at 
present funds are not available.

August proved a good month for 
transplanting iris plants ‘at the In- 
dian Jicad Experimental Farm. <At 
that season of the year fresh roots 
are developing and, according to the 
superintendent, in his report of the 
farm for 1927, published by tne De- 
partment of ‘Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
the work ‘might have been done even 
a little carlier with no disadvantage. 
Finely divided hydrated lime was in- 
corporated with the soil at the time 
of transplanting. The following year 
very fine blooms were produced he- 
tween the 20th of June and the 19th 
of July. Of the thirty varieties 
grown at the Indian Head Farm, 
Wyomissing, Othello, Gagus, Albert 
Victor, Eldorado, Pare de Neuilly, 
Honourable, Rose - Unique, Loreley, 
Mrs. H. Darwin, Salvatori, and Ce- 
leste, descrved special mention.
